LEADERS WITH VIEW TOWARD FORMING NEW CABINET. AT 1600 
HOURS LOCAL TIME, SWEARING-IN CEREMONY WILL BE HELD. NAMES 
NEW CABINET MINISTERS NOT YET ANNOUNCED.

IS MORNING SIBLING OF VRADYNI. ATHINAIKI. ORIENTED 
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SINCE 1967 COUP WITH AFTERNOON EDITION JULY 24. HEADLINING 
"KARAMANLIS GOVERNMENT IS FIRST STEP TO FREEDOM ", PAPER 
ADDS FURTHER THEME THAT "PEOPLE EXPECTING EXEMPLARY PUNISHMENT 
OF THE GUILTY." 

3. TO VIMA STRESSED THAT GREEKS ARE FREE AND UNITED ONCE 
MORE BUT THAT QUESTION OF ELECTIONS MUST NOT BE FORGOTTEN. 
VRADYNI STRESSES THAT "LEAST" NEW GOVERNMENT CAN DO

IN HANDS OF US, NATO AND GREEK ARMED FORCES." PAPANDREOU
